Greetings  Walt, 

Received  your  two  letters  and  found  the  contents  very  interesting. 

First  of  all,  you  can  still  help  Technocracy  a  great  deal.  You  write 
well,  so  you  could  write  letters  to  the  editors  of  those  small 
newspapers  in  Edmonton.

Perhaps  you  could 
encourage  Ross  Deacon  to  do  this;  there  must  be  other  members  there 
who  could  help  him  (I  know  you  have  enough  to  do) . 

You  can  also  be  of  help  by  writing  articles.  I  cannot  always  promise 
that  I  can  use  them,  or  if  I  can,  maybe  at  a  later  date,  or  I  can  also 
pass  them  on  to  the  Northwest  Technocrat  editor.  I  would  like  an 
article  on  that  one  you  sent  me:  Albertans  fear  Tories  moving  too 
close  to  classic  ^fascism'.  We  stopped  using  that  word  in  our  writing, 
but  the  way  it  is  used  in  this  article  puts  a  different  spin  on  it.

I  seem  to  re cell  that  when  you  closed  down  your  Section 
headquarters  a  couple  of  years  ago,  you  had  a  number  of 
charts,  etc.  which  you  indicated  could  be  acquired  by  another 
unit. 


2.  We  would  be  interested  in  getting  information  on  suitable 
materiel  that  would  be  useful  in  our  operation  here.  We  dent 
have  Mich  space  for  mounting  items  on  the  wall,  as  things  now 
stand,  bit  perhaps  some  items  would  be  useful  on  special  oc- 
casions, or  as  substitutes  for  what  we  now  have  mounted* 

3.  We  just  completed  a  project  ef  interest,  which  might  have 
used  such  items.  We  manned  a  display  and  information  table 
at  the  Greater  Edmonton  Teachers  Convention,  Thursday  and 
Fj.iday,  26  ft  27  February.  Five  of  our  members  participated. 
The  Convention  represents  some  5000  teachers,  theoretically. 

It  was  held  in  two  large  hotels,  with  some  overflow  in  a  t^ird. 
The  cost  to  us  for  a  non-commercial  display  table  was  $110  for 
the  two  days.  Quite  Steep,  but  then  all  advertising  is  now 
at  prohibitive  levels.  It  was  a  trial  run.  All  told  there 
are  11  such  conventions  every  year  in  Alberta.  Some  52  triplets 
of  Briefs  were  picked  up;  and  27  T.T.S.D.s  of  which  13  were 
paid  for.  The  crew  seemed  to  think  it  was  worthwhile.  Huridreds 
if  not  thousands  of  people  would  have  glimpsed  our  existence. 
At  this  time,  perhaps  that  is  all  we  can  expect.  I  think  we 
will  look  into  the  cost  of  an  ad  in  the  Alberta  2udw  Teachers 
Association  publication  for  members.  After  all,  every  com- 
munity has  teachers.  They  should  know  about  us.
